and upon arriving found it to be false. 

V.'e left the library and heard a report that a suspect fitting the 
description was seen in the Texas Theatre, ?31 W. Jefferscn, and 

was hiding in tne caicony. r.a prouotsuou w vi-j.= - - 

tcgan searching the balcony. I started down the stairs and heard 
someone shoutj "I've got him down here". I went downstairs and 
assisted in arresting Lee Harvey Oswald. At this ttroe. Officer «. N. 
McDonald had this subject and was atteisptlng to take a pistol out of 
his hand. I along with numerous other officers grabbed Oswald and 
someone took the pistol out of his hand. Handcuffs were then placed on 
the subject. At this time the prisoner began touting "I'm not resisting 
and T'm proolaimine police hrutallty". ¥a were instructed by Captain 
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Westtrook to set tha prisoner in a car and talce hira to the City Hall. 
At this timo CoteotiTO B. r. Carroll and other offioor* tooV tb« 
prisoner out the front door of the Theatre vhere there was a largo 
crovd of people gathered outside. The people vare shouting "kill'hiB" 
and "let us kiH-hlm". The prisoner vas placed in a squad car and 
imrediatsly taVen away. 

I alone vith U. Cunningl-am and J. B. Tony reraaiiied at the Theatre and 
tocV the names and addreeses of the occupants of the Theatre. VJe trought 
a vltness to the City Kail vho sa« Oswald in the Theatre and alto heard 
the pistol click when it oisrired as Officer KcDonald attempted to 
arrest Oswald.
